, HOLBROOKE TESTIMONY AT WOLFF CMTE 

EA ASSISTSEC TOLD CMTE WEDNESDAY THAT SRV EXPECTED DELIVER 
IN NEXT 2 MONTHS 22 MORE BODIES OF AMERICANS LISTED BY 
VIETS DURING LAST MONTH'S PARIS TALKS; ALSO EXPRESSED 
HOPE ADDITIONAL NAMES MAY BE FORTHCOMING. HOLBROOKE 
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ARGUED THAT ADMIN'S DECISION NOT OPPOSE HANOI’S ENTRY 
UN HAS NOT HURT EFFORTS TO ACCOUNT FOR MIA’S; SAID 
WOODCOCK'S RECENT VN VISIT HELPED ESTABLISH NEW "TECHNICAL 
CHANNEL, FOR INFO EXCHANGES THAT COULD HELP VIETS 
LOCATE MIA'S; NOTED LAST MONTH IN PARIS WAS FIRST TIME 
VIETS HAD EVER OFFERED NAMES ABOUT WHICH NO SPECIFIC 
QUESTIONS PREVIOUSLY ASKED, AND ARGUED THIS WAS "SIGNI 
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FICANT, INDICATION PROCESS UORKING (AP, SUN). 

UPI (NYT) REPORTS HOLBROOKE TESTIFIED THAT SRV HAS AGREED 
IN PRINCIPLE SEND EXPERTS TO HAWAII JOINT CASUALTY 
RESOLUTION CENTER AND ITS LAB TO OBSERVE SOPHISTICATED
